Hence 
the establishment of standards is of the 
first Importance, and if a man does not 
ret his standards, pretty well fixed by 
the lime he leaves college, and under! 
the best intluonces which come to him I 
from college, he is Indeed unfortunate. 

As for college friendships, they prove 
to l)o enduring, because forever associ- 
ated with the glamour of youth ami be- 
cause they are spontaneous, not being 
based upon considerations of business 
or self-interest; Friendships formed 
later, can, of course, become firm and 
enduring, hut there Is a sure ground 
work in the friendships or youth, which 
tlves them perpetual charm." 

Dr. Colby Is himself one id' McGIH'S 
most prominent graduates; he «as a 
member of the class of Arts '87.

RU 0 BY FOOTBALL UNION, 

The Intercollegiate Union was establish- 



ed November '.'t, ls'.iT. at a meeting held 
tor the purpose, in Kingston, by repre- 
sentatives from the leading universities 
in Canada, and in response to a very 
generally expressed desire among college 
men and those Interested In college atli- 
lelbs for a series of matches between 
representative teams In what is Justly 
regarded everywhere lis pre-eminently tin- 
great college game. The reason tor this 
feeling was founded In the desire for n 
closer connection between the universities 
In athletics, and th. : desire Of their auth- 
orities to Influence more effectively tho 
eplrit and practice of the game and to 
cheek a seeming tendency towards pro- 
fessionalism. Th.. justification Is found 
In the success which has attended tho 
Union since Its organization. 

In the season of 'OS sn Interesting and 
well-contested series of mutches w.ni= 
played, and cleaner and better loothall 
was never played In Canada. 1 »r. 11. B. 
Yates, of MCGIII College, generously do- 
nated a beautiful cup for compétition in 
the senior series, which was won by 'Var- 
sity, and 'Varsity's Intermediate team also 
succeeded In winning the championship. 

The Intercollegiate I'nlon remained a 
member of the Canadian I'nlon and played 
the Rough Riders of Ottawa City, On No- 
vember 19th, ut Itosedale, but were de- 
feated after a magnificent match by a 
score of T to li. At the annua] meeting, 
December. 1S0S, the Intercollegiate i'nlon 
withdrew from membership In the Cana- 
dian I'nlon.

July 1st, ls$o. but as 
yet has been unable to place a team In 
the field. 

'Varsity again succeeded, after a well- 
contested series of matches, In winning 
the championship of the ^Senior series for 
1899, while among the Intermediates, 
Royal Military College won a like success. 

Queen's succeeded in winning both the 
Senior and Intermediate championships In 
1900. 

In 11)01 both the Senior and the Inter- 
mediate championships were won by the 
University of Toronto. 

In 1002 tho Senior championship was won 
by McGill University, and the Intermedi- 
ate championship by (Jucen's. 

In lOO.". the Senior championship was 
won by Toronto University and the Inter- 
mediate by Queen's. 

In 1901, Queen's and McGill tied for the 
Senior championship and played off at 
Ottawa, where Queen's was victorious. 
Royal Military College won the Interme- 
diate championship. 

In 1905, Ottawa University was admit- 
ted to the Union. Toronto won the Keillor 
championship, going through the season 
without a defeat, and finally winning tho 
Canadian Championship. Royal Military 
College again won the Intermedia le cham- 
pionship. . , 

In 1900. McGill won the Senior C.I.R. 
F.l". championship. McGill lost to Ilsm- 
llton Tigers In the Dominion champion- 
ship game. Tho R.M.C. won the Inter- 
mediate fl.I.R.F.r. series, and (Jueen's 
III was successful In the Junior series. 

In 1907. Ottawa University won tho 
Senior championship, while Toronto Uni- 
versity ruptured the Intermediate and 
Junior championships. Toronto 11 defeat- 
ing the Intermediate O.R.v.r. cham- 
pions, thus winning the Intermediate Can. 
adiau championship. 

In l'.'ns, Toronto University won the 
Senior, Intermediate and Junior champion- 
ships. 'Varsity Seniors were defeated by 
the Hamilton Tigers on November 28th, 
1908, at Toronto, for the Canadian cham- 
pionship, by the score of 17 to 21 points. 

Toronto University again won the Inter- 
co'.leglote championship in 1909. liy de- 
feating Ottawa Rough Riders by a scorn 
of lil to 9, and I'arkdnle by a score of 27 
to (i. they succeeded In winning the cham- 
pionship of the Dominion. R.M.C won 
Intermediate championship of the C.I.R. 
F.H., and 'Varsity H's the Junior. 

In 1910. Toronto University was tho 
winner of the. intercollegiate Senior ami 
Junior scries. Royal Military College won 
the Intermediate championship, flaying 
off with the winners of other unions. Tor- 
onto Seniors and Royal Military College 
won the Dominion championship III their 
respective série». 

In 1911. Toronto University won tho 
Senior Intercollegiate championship, and 
t>ucce»sfu'.ly defended their tltlo of Domin- 
ion champions by defeating the Argonauts 
of Toronto. The Royal Military College 
again won the Intermediate series, and 
brought another Dominion championship 
to the Intercollegiate Union bv defeating 
Tigers 11 of Hamilton. R.M.C. also won 
the Junior series, but lost to Petrolea In 
the Dominion flnnl. 

In 1912 McGIl! University won the Senior 
series. R.M.C. won the Intermediate 
scries und O.A.C. the Junior. Ottawa 
College resigned from the Union, being 
dissatisfied with the decision or a protest 
by the executive. 

In 1913 the ILM.C. was admitted to the 
Senior Scries, and Justified their ad- 



vanceJiieiit to Senior Rank by winning 
their home games from Toronto and 
Weens. McGill were again successful 
in ,"''"" lnK ' lie senior honors. iSt. 
Michaels; College, now- comers, won the 
intermediate series while. K.C.f. won tho 
Junior Series. 

Much of the success of the Union at its 
.itvoptk.n was due to the efforts ot tho 
Jxocutlvo for 1S9S. The Executive for

The officials for tho big game [n Toronto on Saturday have been appointed, .lark llazlitt of Queen's, who, 
when he is not booting sky -scraping punts, officiates as president of the Intercollegiate Football Union, has nom- 
inated himself and Professor Sliter of the Kingston University, to handle the whistles. 

This calls to mlttd the fact that in tin- past few yeans it has seldom been the case that a Toronto man has 
not taken a place in an Important contest as one ol the officials. The Queen CHy scent* always to have been a 
great breeding ground for referees or umpires. Doctor llendrle, J. U. McArtlllir nnd others have probably handled 
more Intercollegiate contests than the arbitrators from an> other city on the circuit. The former especially has 
been prominent when Mciïill and Varsity have conic- together, and is Usually tho first man suggested by the To- 
ronto executive. 

Two games in which llendrle has officiated will probably go down in the history ol the game as the must 
sensational slruggles of the period. In 101 2, When McOlll and Varsity played oil for the college title In Ottawa, 
the diminutive doctor acted as umpire, while In Iho memorable «Irugglo of last season, when McGill defeated To- 
ronto on tin- tatter's field, the same man was referee. Football rules have Usually depended for their effect largely 
on the Interpretation Which the different officials place upon them, no two nun. seemingly, ever being able to 
put the same construction on them. It is douhttui if any man In Canada lias been subjected in more criticism 
than Doctor llondrla Tor the way in which he hai interpreted the Intercollegiate rules. One of the squarcst of 
arbitrators, Ins decisions have caused more Ill-feeling than those of ally other prominent referee. 

Before the Union recognized the making of Interference two yards ahead of the hall, lletldrlo was exception- 
ally watchful In preventing the linemotl from making holes for the bucks. On an end run. however, he allowed 
the player who had .hist passed to a teammate to keep on running, thus making a certain amount of (lie dreaded 
interference. Attention was first called to this in 1911 by Ottawa writers. At that time Ottawa College was mak- 
ing a strong bid for the title, and, having a. light team, were forced to use a certain Amount of Interference on 
the line plays. Much Comment was caused after Dr. Itopdrtc had catted the Ottawa le.-iiu several times In one 
gain» for this offence, at the same; time allowing the alleged Interference committed by Varsity on their then 
famous end-runs, to go unpunished, Disputes of this nature, caused considerable trouble for a couple of .seasons, 
until finally the rules governing the point In question were amended su as to have no room for dOubl as to their 
exact meaning', 

Few games In recent years have been refereeel by ,f. li. MrArthur. of Toronto, but at one time ho was a 
frequent arbitrator in the Ipls football games. McArthur gained ami maintained a réputation tor absolute fair- 
ness in .ill lus decisions. Fvery official at one time, or anotlnr, makes a mistake, however, and not many McOlll 
students who witnessed the strilggb- between Varsity and her old rivals at Toronto in lflll will forget the "bono" 
which McArthur palled mi that occasion. McOlll had obtained a lead in the first quarter, but bj the beginning of 
the last stanza. Varsity had forged ahead with a mat gin or six points. McOlll Immediately began to press, and 
soon had the hall a few feel from their opponents' line. One buck brought the leather to w ithin twelve Inches of 
the mark, and mi the next down a Toronto man got offside. This should have meant a first down for McOitl, with 
the ball moved forward half ihe remaining distance to the line . To advanco a few Inches in three clowns would be 
no difficult task. A touchdown converted would give McOlll the necessary six points to tie the score. McArthur, 
however, ordered McOlll to kick, and notwithstanding the protests of captain and players, made the latter form up 
for a penalty boot. A roilgl was all that resulted. In the dressing room after the game. McArthur apologised for 
what he had afterwards found to be his mistake, but the game, was then over and McOill bad lost. 

By the appointment of ilaetitl and Professor Hliter ror Saturday's battle, McQili will be assured of having 
two competent men holding the scales The Introduction of two officials from another university is a enmpar 
atlvety novel feature of McQIII-VarsIt y contests, and should prove satisfactory in the extreme. Both know the 
game as well as the rules, and should therefore give- satisfaction to both teams.

Preliminary Steps Taken for the 
Formation of Such a Unit to 
which the Students Give 
Enthusiastic Support 



Dalliousie lias now started to carry 
into effect the Idea of a Canadian Of- 
fleers' Training Corps Al a meeting 
called to discuss this subject, nearly 
every student present Signed his name 
to tiie petition requesting the militia 
authorities at Ottawa toauthorlse the 
formation of such a military unit. 

It Is thought that the success of this 
new movement is assured and that the 

Senate win make the mllltar) course 

compulsory during tin continuance of 
the present war. 

Dathousle has now started to carrv 
into effect the idea of a Canadian Of- 
ficers' Training Corps. The mass 

mooing held clearly shpwod the great 
Interest of the student bod... Nearly 

every registered student present signed 
his name to the petition requesting lb'' 
militia authorities at Ottawa to au- 
thorize the formation of such a military 
unit. It is doubtful whether there is 
any other cf so -lety that takes such 
an interest in national and imperial af- 
fairs as does the student body of OP) 
University. The average university 
student realizes well all that the pres- 
ent war of nations might bring about, 
and we venture to say that no one is 
more willing to make greater sacrifices 
than Is the student. The time taken 
up in attending lectures, drills and rifle 
practices is time well spent. The re- 
sults also are bound to be useful, not 
only to our country and college but to 
ourselves ns well. 

The success of this new movement in 
Daihouslc seems assured. Tin- Senate 
have now an opportunity to remedy In 
a slight degree their dilatory conduct 
of the past thrc;- vears with reference 
to this theme. It appears that tho 
Canadian Militia Department, early in 
1911. suggested to our college authori- 
ties the advjsabilltv of establishing an 
army officers' training corps, Some- 
thing might have been said about Ihe 
matter, lint one thing is certain, no- 
thing was dope. No doubt this is great- 
ly regretted by those who now must 
assume the responsibility for refusing 
on thst occasion to consider the Idea nf 
an officers" training corps. It would 
be Interesting to rend the Corre s p o nd» 
•nee wh,ich passed between the S-nate 
• nd the militia authorities at that time 
However, we are not dealing with the 
past, but with the present, and such 
being the ecase. we are Impertinent 
enough to suggest to the Senate cer- 



tain new regulations which we believe 
are advisable. As a rule the Senate 
is not backward in decreeing new re- 
gulations, conacquentty WO are not ask- 
ing mush of them when we sugge»! 
that the military course be made com- 
pulsory during the continuance of the 
present war at least. 

The universities should lead the way 
In imposing compulsory military train» 
ing. because military training is an 
essential element in education. Milton 
in his Tractate on Education affirm" 
this principle. "The exercise of mili- 
tary training upon the voting men Is 
to keep them healthy, nimble, sîi-..n k - 
and well in breath: Is also the likelier 
means to make them grow large and 
tall and to inspire them with a gallant 
and fearless courage, which, being teJU- 
per-d with seasonable lectures and 
precepts to them of true fortitude and 
patience, will turn Into a native ,ml 
heroic valor, and molie them hale th» 
cowardice of doing wrong."
